Truman Urged To Call ‘Campaign’ Session

CONVENTION HALL, Philadelphia, July 13—Following the great 
impression made by Sen. Barkley’s keynote speech of Monday night 
in which he emphasized the failures of the recent Eightieth Congress 
of the Republicans and revealed that more than 1,400 lobbyists and 
lobbying organizations had spent more than $8,000,000 influencing it, 
top Democratic strategists today determined to urge President Tru- 
man to summon the Congress back into session shortly after the Demo- 
cratic Convention ends. 


Their thinking is that the Congress would provide him with the 
cheapest campaign possible to have and it would enable him to keep 
an rccusing finger pointed at it while the cost of living climbs and 
the housing shortage continues. , 

The Republicans would be in an embarrassing spot and one which 
might force them to act. 


If they should, for example, pass a forthright housing bill, such as 
tte Taft Bill, and act to reduce the cost of living climb, they would 
* erly destroy the Trumar campaign. But the strategists who had 
their way insist that when the Congress does reconvene there will 
be present probably 2,000 lobbyists, and not a mere sniveling 1,400, 
and that the Congress, which does not want to do it anyhow, will 
not be able to pass any legislation concerning housing, cost of living, 
education, public health, and. so on. And without this issue defeat is 
certain.

The Democratic planners believe that with Sen. Barkley’s elo- 
quence available on radio, and with his ability to put his finger on 
the Republican failures in a so able and entertaining manner, the 
party campaign will be greatly strengthened.

Democrats in Philadelphia are talking of two 
things. One was of how the Americans for 
Democratic Action have taken the word liberal and cheapened it 


and used it in an exhibitionist manner. They have made it here, 
at any rate, a shabby word in the keeping of hired young men and 
women, who carried the banners for Harold Stassen and were 
mentioned as splendid volunteer youths, but who are mostly 
punks working for so much per day as laborers for liberals. 


They have tried to make liberalism mean a picture of Justice 
William Douglas, and him coy and retiring in the Washington 
State woods. They have tried to make liberalism mean girls and 
boys in dirty tee shirts with letters on them reading, “Boom With 
Douglas,” and “Turn Gloom to Boom With Douglas.” 


They have made of liberalism phoney floods of Douglas pic- 
tures, buttons and literature. They have tried to make the word 
mean a man, not a principle. 


Never have I seen people who worked harder to defeat them- 
selves, and their cause, and the Democratic Party, than the Douglas 
boomers. They never had a chance. Their man is not known to the 
American people. He could walk on any street in the nation and not 
be recognized save by an occasional person.

illiteracy. 

California, with a 1940: population of 
about 6,500,000, tallied approximately half 
that many actual votes in the general elec- 
tions for that year. The number registered 
obviously was considerably in excess of 
that. On the other hand, Georgia, with 
nearly 1,100,000 registered voters in 1946, 
had a total of only about 600,000 votes cast 
in the Democratic primary, which is our 
real election. In short,*less than 20 per- 
cent of Georgia’s population exercised 
the franchise in the record-breaking year 
of 1946, while 50 percent of California’s 
population normally goes to the polls. 

We will be pleased if final reports 
show as many as 1,200,000 Georgians qual- 
ified to vote this year. But even so, there 
will be ample room for continued im- 
provement, both in getting citizens to reg- 
ister and, once registered, getting them 
to the polls. 
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Ike, Douglas Affairs Weakened Party 


PHILADELPHIA—If the Democratic Party had deliberately set out to ruin its already slim 1948 
prospect it scarcely could have done better than in the successive fatuous pursuits of Gen. FEisen- 


hower and Supreme Court Justice Douglas. 


For a solid week the stampede to Eisenhower went on, 


with the effect of demonstrating beyond cavil that virtually all the party’s on-the-ground workers 
were convinced President Truman cannot be re-elected and were desperately anxious to get rid of 
him. And then, after Gen, “Ike” pulled the plug, President Truman an@ his managers themselves 
completed the wreckage by making their even more desperate—and just as hopeless—plea to Justice 


Douglas to aceept the vice presidential nomination. 


When the latter emulated Gen. “Ike” by de- 
claring that he felt he could best serve his coun- 
try in the $25,000-a-year lifetime job that he 
already. possesses, he let all the air out of this 
convention balloon. 


Te understand the extent of damage done 
by the Eisenhower and Douglas fiascos one 
has te get down inte the State delegations. 
There is hardly one of them that is not torn 
by bitter dissensions—existing more or less 
previously, perhaps, but intensified and 
brought inte the open by the Eisenhower 
and Douglas affairs. 


A typical casualty is E. Cyril Bevan, whose 
espousal of the abortive Eisenhower drive cost 
him his seat as Michigan member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. The remarkable ele- 
ment in that case, however, is that whereas 
Bevan’s backing came mainly from the CIO auto- 
mobile workers, the man who beat him, George 
S. Fitzgerald, is known chiefly as an attorney for 
the Teamsters’ Union, top-flight leaders of which 
are flirting with the Republican ticket of Dewey 
and Warren. 

The four men most reprobated for the Eisen- 
hower incident are Leon Henderson, Chairman 
of the Americans for Democratic: Action, an or- 
ganization of old New Dealers; Sen. Olin John- 
ston, of South Carolina; James Roosevelt, son of 


the late President and Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee of California, 
and Jacob Arvey, Chicago Democratic boss. 

Henderson and Johnston were the men who 
circulated the word, professedly after direct com- 
munication with Gen. Eisenhower, that, while he 
did not desire the nomination, he would not re- 
fuse a draft by the Democratic eonvention. 

The importance of ‘Roosevelt and Arvey 
stemmed from their prominence in the party 
picture, Just ordinary Democrats assumed that 
the senior Roosevelt son and the head of the 
powerful Chicago city machine would not climb 
out on the Eisenhower limb without assurance 
that it would not be sawed off. 


For the futile effort to nominate Justice 
Douglas for Vice President nobody but Pres- 
ident Truman himself is responsible. Rec- 
ognizing that the Eisenhower delirium had 
done him great harm, the President sought 
desperately for some way to alleviate its ef- 
fect. All his advisers agreed that Douglas, 
if he could be persuaded to accept the vice 
presidential nomination, would give the 
ticket a great lift. 


Justice Douglas didn’t help by waiting until 
the convention had opened before proclaiming 
his unequivocal rejection. 


Defeatism 


But there was more. The others spoke. The mood passed. One 
saw the sullen Mississippians, the worried Southerners who know 
that the Party must live on when Truman is forgot, but who can’t 
find a way to solve the points of difference which the shrewd and 
designing men have magnified and distorted to their own use. 

The black mood returned. Defeatism ruled. But for a half 
hour there, when Barkley was done, Richard was himself again

That is, the realiza- 
tion, despite all our troubles and problems today, that man’s treat- 
ment of those he considers lesser specimens of the human breed, 
is better than it was then.

Human Cattle In this story there is, inevitably, much revela- 
some of the great plantation owners. Despite all the stories told 
today of the care lavished upon their slaves by most owners, it is 
certainly true that some treated them as does the old tyrant, Clay 
Hammond, in this book. He regarded them as nothing more than 
black cattle, to be worked as he worked his mules and oxen, to 
be bred so that their offspring could be sold as one more profitable 
crop. 

But, to revert, it is the treachery of the white men toward the 
Seminoles that is the main, the shocking, theme of the book. Du- 
plicity, cruelty, deceit, slaughter, those were the weapons with 
which the Indians were finally subdued. (Of course, we know 
the Seminoles did not sign a final treaty of peace with this 
country until just a few years ago. Their survivors, living in the 
Okeechobee region, refused for a century to sign such a treaty. 
After reading the worthlessness of any white man’s pledge in such 
treaties as were signed, you can’t blame them.) 

It is, together with the story of the treatment of the Indian tribes 
in North Georgia, the blackest page in American history. With 
that record behind us, let us not feel too superior to any people. 
Let us not, in the words of the author, assume too strongly that we 
know what is best for any other nation or race.

Will Dewey Drift Further to the Left? 


If Thomas E. Dewey is elected President, it’s my belief that he'll go even further to the left than 
Roosevelt did. As I see it, it’s the inevitable conclusion to one of the most interesting, precision- 


made, razzmatazz careers of our time. 

Let me tell you why I think Tom will walk 
out on the big money boys exactly as the Squire 
of Hyde Park did in 1932. 

To begin at the beginning, it’s pretty well 
known that the public prominence of Gov. 
Dewey is no accident. From the day he bought 
his first brief case, he has conducted himself 
like a man who had an engagement with a chap- 
ter in the history books. If you doubt it, here’s a 
quick rundown of his career. 

In 1935, he was appointed special prosecutor 
by Gov. Lehman and assigned the job of break- 
ing up the smelly alliance between the politicians 
and gangsters of New York. It was more or less 
a routine appointment, but there was nothing 
routine about the way the 33-year-old attorney 
went into action. With a sharp eye for the spec- 
tacular, he staged a series of lightning raids and 
arrests, and for the next two years he was sel- 
com off the front page. 


On the strength of his gang-busting rec- 
ord, he got te be Governor. In Albany he 
walked fast, stuck to the middle of the road 
and didn’t take any wooden nickels. en 
the script called for it, he was for labor. 
When his act needed a change of pace, 
he was for capital. Never leading with his 
left or his right, he played it safe—battling 
for precincts rather than principles. 


Once, after staging a USO benefit at Madison 
Square Garden under his chairmanship, I sat 
down and chinned with him, off the cuff and 
off the record. If I ever say a gent with electric 
lights in his eyes and an applause meter for a 
brain, he was it. My impression, then as now, 
was that Thomas E. Dewey had made up his 
mind to be the Mr. Big of our time. And, as of 
this writing, it looks as if he’s going to see his 
dream come true. 

In the face of his lah-dee-dah record, why 
am I predicting that such a man will desert the 
middie of the road and start walking to the 
left once he’s in the White House? On what 
idiotic premise am I basing my prophecy that 
this darling of the Union League Club will sud- 
deniy fall in love with the little people and be’ 
come their champion? 

My premise is a simple one: Only as a 
champion of the little guy can a career-hungry 
man in our time go down in the history books 
as something special. In this, the fifth feverish 
decade of the Twentieth Century, no President 
is going to cop more than a footnote in the his- 
tory books unless he sides with the Have-Littles 
in their 200-year-old tussle with the Have-Lots. 


If Dewey is elected, he and his family will 


move into the White House around the end of 
January. Sometime during the first night of 
his occupancy, Mrs. Dewey will be* upstairs 
inspecting the closet space and the new Presi- 
dent will be alone. He figures to go poking 
around the rooms and halls of the historic 
mansion where he’s going to spend the next 
four or eight years of his life. 

On this tour of inspection, Tom will see a 
lot of portraits of our former Presidents on the 
walls. And unless he steps up to look at the name 
plates, he’s only going to recognize a few of the 
faces—Washington, the patriot; Jefferson, the 
champion of civil liberties; Lincoln, who freed 
the slaves; Teddy Roosevelt, who fought big 
business; Wilson, the internationalist, and F. D.
